20,000 TROOPS 


Russian Transport Sunk 
_ by U-Boat; May Move 


“ BULLETIN. 


*PETROGRAD, Jan. 12, via Uon- 
don, Jan. 13.—A telegram from 
Buban states that the Turks have 
broken the armistice by landing 
20,000 troops between Trebizond 
and Riz and that a submarine has 
sunk a Russian transport.

AMSTERDAM, Jan. 13. —The report

recognition of the Ukrainian republic 
ag an independent state would be re- 
served for the peace treaty. 
_ M. Trotzky, the Bolshevik foreign 
minister, followed Count Czernin, say- 
ing such conflicts as had occurred be- 
tween the Russian government and 
the Ukraine “have had ho connection 
with the question of the gelf-determina- 
tion of the Ukraine, concerning which 
there is no room for conflict between 
the two sister republics.” © 

M. Bolubowysch, the Ukrainian sec- 
retary of state, accepted the state- 
ments of Count Czernin and M. Trotz- 
ky and announced that his delegates 
would participate in the peace nego- 
tiations on that basis. 


Fear Revolutionary Documents.

‘gression of the spirit of the armistice.

purposes; his plans to end the war and bring the work 
ing classes of the whole world together in a regime of 
universal peace and co-operation; his plans to start social 
revolution in Germany, to arouse its workers to shake 


off militarism, dethrone kaiserism and free themselves 
from capitalism. 


For once in all history, ulira-radicals have been 


placed in power and lost none of their radicalism. The 
German socialists were opposed to militarism, but they 


voted the war credits. They were opposed to the kaiser, 
but they helped to carry out the kaiser’s program. 
Trotsky was in Germany when the war broke ouf 


and he was disgusted with the attitude of his German 
comrades.

practicality. It was all right for Russians, they said, to 
talk so loudly, but what had the Russian socialists — 
accomplished? , 

Trotzky answered that the most revolutionary pro-. 
gram would be in the last analysis the most practical, 


and in the contemplation of what seemed to him the 


utter breakdown of the beloved “international, " he began 


to formulate his program, 


And now the student and theorist who worked out 
that program is minister of foreign affairs in the first 
socialist nation of the world, Whether he will succeed 
or not is a question for the immediate future to de- 
termine, But Trotzky is more than a man of theory. He 


is a man of action, who has risked his life at every oppor- 


tunity to put his theories into practice. | 
He was president of the first- council of workers’ 


and soldiers’ deputies, which defied the czar in 1905, 


‘When that tevolution was temporarily put down— 
Trotzky insists that it did not fail—he was exiled to 
Sikeria. He escaped from there to Germany, where he 
was imprisoned fot his anti-militarist activities, and exs 
pelled from the country when the war began. 

Just a little more than a year ago he arrived in 
New York to await the revolution which he felt was 


_ imminent. Among his associates here in America he 


was known as a cultured and’educated man who “ knew 


_ Marx backward,” and was thoroughly familiar with all 
the standard works on politics, economics and govern- 
ment. He acted as advisory editor of Novy Mir, a little 


Russian socialist paper, and lectured frequently at So- 


 cialist gatherings, He lived‘in ne at 1522 Vyse aves
